SIR LESLIE A. 8S. PORTER. 


The death took on Friday last, at his Eng- 
lish residence, Collingwood terrace, Westgate- 
on-Sea. Kent, of Sir Leslie A. 8. Porter, 
K.C.8.1., in his 78th year. 

Sir Leslie, who was a son of the late Rev. 


Dr. J. L. Porter, LL.D., a former President | 


of Queen’s College, Belfast, was educated at 
the Royal Belfast Academical Institution and 
Queen’s College, Belfast, taking his M.A. 
degree in 1875, and becoming later a Hon. 
LL.D. He entered the Indian Civil Service 
in 1876, being appointed two years’ later as 
Assistant Serretary to the Government of the 
United Provinces. From 1904 to 1906 he was 
a member of the Viceroy's Legislative Council. 
In 1909 he was Vice-President of the Council 
in the United Provinces, perp Eamon, 
Lieutenant-Governor in 1910 and Lieutenant- 
Governor in 1911, in which year he retired. 
He was created €C.S.I. in 1906 and K.C.S.I. at 
the Coronation Durbar in 1911. 

He married in 1880 Aletta Harrison Aston 
(died 1914), daughter of Lieutenant-Colonel H. 
Aston.

MOYNIHAN ACOUITTED. 


| HE Monkstown assault case occupied 
Judge Shannon and a jury at the 


Dublin Circnit Criminal Court all day 
yesterday, and during the hearing the sug- 
gestion was made that an attempt had been 
made to defeat justice by means of ap 
anonymous letter. The jury only deliberated 
a few minutes, and found Timothy Moyni- 
han not guilty, and he was_discharged. 

Moynihan was charged with having robbed 
Miss Bridie Broughan of 20s., and with hav- 
ing assaulted her in her house in Seafield 
lane, Monkstown, on February 8th. 

Miss Broughan’s evidence was that a man 
ealled at her residence and asked for a con- 
tribution for a priests’ college. She offered 
him 2s. 6d., and he said that it was no good 
to him; and she alleged that he produced a 
revolver and followed her to her room, tied 
her hands and feet. and threw her on the 
bed, and left having taken a purse with 20s. 
She stated that she identified the prisoner 
as the man who assaulted her. 

In the course of cross-examination by Mr. 
Lupton, K.C., who (instructed by Messrs. 
Gerald Byrne and Co.) defended, she said 
that she was not sure if the defendant pro- 
duced a revolver, as she had never seen one. 
She alleged that on two other occasions men 
assaulted her in her own house by cutting 
her forehead with knives. 

John Broughan stated that on one occa- 
sion he saw marks on his sister's cheek after 
she stated that she had been attacked by a 
man with a knife. 


GLOVE CLUE FAILS. 

Guard Shea said that on arrest Moynihan 
made a statement showing that he had break- 
fast at 9.30 on the morning of February 8th, 
and did not leave his mone. Taal until 2 p.m. 
During that time he was in the company of a 
man named Larry Byrne. 

In connection with a glove found in Miss 
Broughan’s house after the alleged assault, 
witness asked Moynihan to put it on, and 
when he tried to do so he failed, as the glove 
was too small. 

Inspector Kilbride said that when charged | 
Moynihan said:—‘‘1 am innocent of the 
whole thing.” 

The judge held that there was no evidence 
to support the charge of robbery. 


COMPLETE DENIAL. 


Timothy Moynihan was then examined by 
Mr. Lupton. He said that he was a native 
of Kerry. After leaving the Christian 
Brothers‘ house at St. Helen's, Booterstown, 
he went to the house of Mr. Laurence Byrne 
at Stillorgan. He never was in Broughan’s 
house, never heard the name of Bridie 
Broughan until after his arrest, never had a 
revolver, and did not commit the offences 
with which he was charged. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Lynch (in- 
structed by the Chief State Solicitor), the 
defendant said that he never had any uae 
with Bridie Broughan. He did not know 
either William Broughan or James McCann. 
When he left St. Helen's he was escorted as 
far as Rathmore Station. He stayed in Rath- 
more for a few hours; did not go to his home, 
which was five miles distant, but returned to 
Dublin the same evening. 

Answering the Judge, he said that he was 
in the Christian Brothers’ college as a student 
cook, and had intended to become a Christian 
Brother. 

Laurence Byrne stated that Moynihan did 
not leave the house until 2.30 p.m. on 
February 8th. 


THE ANONYMOUS LETTER. 


Annie Byrne, wife of the last witness, 
stated that she was employed as a cook at 
St. Helen's, but was discharged when it was 
learned that students were at dances at her 
house. The raincoat (produced), which was 
hers, was at St. Helen's on February 8th. 

Mr. Lupton at this stage produced to his 
lordship an anonymous letter, which had béen 
delivered to Thomas Byrne, the companion of 
the accused, on February 6th, two days 
before the alleged attack. He submitted that 
the letter was an attempt by someone to get 
Byrne out of the way, so that Moynihan 
would not have him as a witness for his 
defence. 

Miss Broughan, recalled by the Jud

The Baths of Durban. 


A sailor correspondent writes of his 
bathing experiences in Durban as 
follows : — 

“I was determined to have a bathe, 
go that I retraced my steps and found 
myself outside the baths once more. By 
now it was dark, but the beach was 
thronged with people. Cars and motor 
cycles were parked everywhere. The whole 
front was lighted. Having paid my 1s. 3d. 
for entrance and bath towel and costume— 
rather expensive, I thought—I got un- 
rigged. Then I walked out of my box and 
into the baths, which are the best I have 
ever seen. About 100 yards long and 30 
wide—slightly larger than Blackrock 
Baths, I should say—they have every 
conceivable thing that you could want. 
They have high dives up to 15 feet, the 
springiest of spring boards, chutes, seats 
round the sides—everything. The water is 
clear sea water, heated by the sun to 
about 73 degrees. The baths are lined 
with glazed brick-work, and at night are 
lighted by arc-lights. I found that I 
could disport myself in the water for 
about forty-five minutes. 

“There are not many conventions in 
Durban. All the people come down in 
bathing suits in their cars or on motor 
bicycles.”’ 


Surf-Bathing in Durban. 


Opposite the baths there is an enclosure 
for surf-bathing. It has two piers jutting 
out and a net to keep off sharks—although 
they very rarely come into breaking 
water—and the whole area is flood-lighted. 
When I left the baths I was feeling a 
little bit cold, and at first I felt the surf 
still colder. However, I soon found that 
the constant effort to keep one’s feet would 
warm anyone. You can hire surf boards 
for 6d., but, with so many people in the 
water, you can be a nuisance with a board. 
It was an extraordinary scene. Lots of 
people in gaily-hued costumes were talk- 
ing and laughing amid the noises of cars 
and the lights of the beach, while in front 
was the roar of the surf: and over all. 
outshining the light of moon and stars, 
were the big flood-lichts. Even these, how- 
ever, only reached the net. Looking out 
to sea, you could just glimpse the net 
faintly outlined against the dark horizon. 
and then suddenly a great wall of water 
would appear out of the darkness and 
come rushing in towards the beach, to 
break with a burst of foam and spray. 
It was impossible to do any swimming. 
All that you could do was to dive throuch 
every wave and fight your way out as far 
as you could go. 


Ghe School AWCagazine.

Wore Prison Comforts. 


My recent announcement of the plans 
for a new American “ luxury ” prison for 
men is almost eclipsed by the news of a 
similar provision for that country’s female 
porren mY The new building will shortly 
be opened on the site of the old Jefferson 
Market Penitentiary, and will eventually 
house most of New York’s women 
prisoners. . Every woman will have a room 
104 feet by 64 feet all to herself, with 
unbarréd windows and a view into the 
street. Extensive hospital equipment, a 
roof garden, and common rooms for 
gatherings and recreation are features of 
the house. A library of some 5,000 books 
will be installed, and sewing circles wil! 
be conducted, while the physical side will 
be catered for by handball and tennis 
courts. According to the Deputy Com- 
missioner, it will be the first penal institu- 
tion in the world to provide a change of 
clothing for its inmates on Sunday. All 
the week the women wil] wear uniforms, 
not of drab grey, but of a bright colour. 
Then on Sunday mornings they will 
change to some almost fashionable habila- 
ments. At present New York has only 
about 400 women prisoners at Harlem | 
Prison and Welfare Island. It would not 
be surprising to find the number con- 
siderably increased after the new building 
has become available.

DUBLIN’S ATTITUDE.

Mr. Turner Hug , who will con- 
duct the Culwick Choral Society’s concert 
of it, undertook the Mass in G minor with 
another local choral pay some years ago. 
It was, at the time, perhaps too bold an 
undertaking. On the present occasion he has 
a better choir and greater experience at his 
service. The Mass, which is to be sung 
a capella—that is to say, without instru- 
mental accompaniment—is a difficult under- 
taking in that its idiom implies a certain dis- 
regard of old choral customs. Sir Richard 
Terry gave the Mass its first performance in 
Westminster Cathedral about ten years ago. 

Besides the Mass, only small things of 
Vaughan Williams have been performed .n 
Dublin.

rise to an interesting discussion. Perhaps, 
however, the most mportant legislation to 
be debated this session will be the Rent | 
Restriction Bill, which is to receive its | 
first reading to-morrow if time permit. 

It has been brought before the House as 
a Government measure in consequence of 
the findings and recommendations of ‘a 
committee of inquiry, which, in its report, 
declared that there had been gross 
“‘profiteering’’ in rents since certain classes 
of houses were de-controlled. Further- 
more, it is suggested that control of these 
dwellings be restored, and, of course, this 
is being strenuously opposed ly those with 


| invested interests in houses. 


Some champions of the tenants advocate 
the setting up of fair rent courts, but for 
that the time has not yet come. It is 
interesting to note that this measure was 
the outcome of the representations of the 
solitary Socialist member of the House, 
who quoted facts and figures to show fhat 
the tenants were being exploited, and 
secured the sympathy of the whole House. 


THE BACON INDUSTRY, 


The Ulster Farmers’ Union has 
evidently become convinced that there may 
be other factors besides protection to 
secure the prosperity and development of 
the bacon industry. Complaints have been 
made of ‘‘dumping’’ from Denmark, 
while there has recently been a good deal 
of controversy regarding the most suitable 
breed of pig required for the English 
market : and there is a strong feeling that 
the “ Ulster pig does not meet. the re- 
quirements of cross-Channel customers. 

It seems strange to the “‘ man-in-the- 
street “” that Ireland should only supply a 
very small! share of bacon to Great Britain 
as compared with the enormous consign- 
ments from Denmark and other countries, 
particularly as both Northern Ireland and 
the Free State appear to have all the 
natural advantages for such an industry. 

These considerations seem to have im- 
pressed themselves on the Farmers’ Union, 
and at their annual meeting last Friday the 
advisability was discussed of appointing a 
representative of the Union to accompany 
the deputation organised by the Earl of 
Antrim that is to travel to Denmark to 
study the methods of pig-breeding and 
marketing in that country. It was decided 
to send Mr. Humphrey Jamison, the 
Union's assistant secretary, with the 
deputation. Probably it will be found that 
scientific methods and national co-opera- 
tion are of greater value than any form of 
protection, which might increase the cost 
of living. 


“SOVERNMENT SPENDTHRIFTS ? 


Notwithstanding the ruthless sweep of 
the economic axe by the Government of 
Northern Ireland, resulting in largely 
reduced expenditure, the estimates for the 
coming financial year have been increased 
by well over £100,000, and this fresh 
burden—unexpected as it is unweleome— 
is puzzling many, thoughtful people. 
Protests against denartmental extravad- 
ance are rolling in, and* the Belfast 
Chamber of Commerce. the most repre- 
sentative body of business men in the 
North, has adopted a resolution, that it 
"is of opinion that snch an increase is 
detrimental to the trade and industry of 
the province.”’

“HUGH THE DROVER.” 

Dublin, unfortunately, was never included 
in the ambit of the British Nati mo 
Company, which produced Vaughan il- 
liams’s English opera, “ Hugh the Drover,” 
and performed it up and down Great Britain 
with real success. In the action of the 
opera, there is, I think, boxing, as well as 
wrestling; and I have heard Mr. Frederick 
Collier, now of the Carl Rosa Com- 
pany, tell of the strenuous training that had 
to be undertaken by some of the artistes in 
preparation for their appearance in ‘‘ Hugh 
the Drover.” In Mr. Collier's case—he was 
one of the original artistes chosen for the 
production—it was a question not merely of 
doing a realistic and truly vigorous bout of 
wrestling, but of producing and holding a 
long note at the end of it. 

In “ Hugh the Drover’ may be found the 
most salient illustration of the main charac- 
teristic of Vaughan Williams's music in its 
full, though not, perhaps, its final, develop- 
ment. It is a style in which the features 
of English folk-music, previously used 
directly, or at least consciously, are now well 
assimilated with the composer's personal 
qualities, smong which a mystical tendency 
is said to prevail. 


TWO PHASES. 


The composer was over forty years of 
age when he enlisted, in 1914, for military 
service in the Great War, and it wonld be 
absurd to suggest that his pre-war work may 
be disregarded. Much of it has,a lasting 
worth. His post-war production, however, 
is generally on a plane of higher im- 
portance. This is not a place for discussing 
it further. Present reference must conclude 
with mention of the facts that during the 
War Vaughan Williams served first in 
Macedonia, and later, as an officer of the 
Royal Garrison Artillery, in France. On re- 
turning to civilian life, he was appointed

Mr. Charles Lamb, A.R.H.A., is giving g 
one-man show of his year’s work at the 
gallery, 7 St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin.

It would be idle to deny that a certain 
state of tension has existed between France 
and Italy for several years. This tension 
may be traced to four main issues, only 
one of which at the moment could be 
called a major problem. The three less 
important concern Tunis, the Libyan 
frontiers and Italian nationals in 
France. In the case of the Tunis 
Protectorate Italy desires the restoration 
of the 1896 Convention. Dealing with the 
Libyan frontiers, she is even more reason- 
able, in that she asks only for the fulfil- 
ment by France of Article XIII. of the 
Treaty of London, which provides for a 
review of colonial conditions. In the 
matter of her nationals in France, Italy 
alleges that they are being urged by 
economic pressure to renounce their 
Italian citizenship. France does not refuse 
to discuss these questions, but she has 
intimated that Italy must offer some 
return for the required accommodation. 
Since the Italians hold that their demands 
are blameless examples of moderation -and 
abstract justice, this huckstering has 
provoked some unnecessary bad feeling. 
The fourth point, however—France’s 
policy in the Balkans—is less readily 
capable of solution. Italy is apt to con- 
sider that she has been freed from a 
Habsburg menace in the north-east only 
to face a new threat in the Little Entente, 
whose powerful member—Yugoslavia—has 
control of the Dalmatian coast.

THE publication of the correspondence has aroused general anxiety in Dublin. The seriousness 

of the position which is disclosed is admitted. While it would seem that there is a complete deadlock, 
the opinion was expressed in some quarters that the last word has not yet been said, particularly with regard 
to the Land Annuities, and that a conference may yet be brought about. 


Although the Free State Cabinet will hold a meeting this morning, it was stated yesterday that the con- | 
sideration of the correspondence will not be included, for the reason that the agenda already had been | 
arranged, and that the business listed is of pressing domestic importance. It seems likely that it will be con- | 
sidered at the meeting fixed for Friday next, but as to that nothing definite is known. 


The Government clearly does not consider the matter one of very great urgency. It is even thought in 
some quarters that President de Valera may have introduced his bill to eliminate the oath before any further |

2. The views expressed in your despatch 
go far beyond the issues originally raised, 
which were—the relationship to the 
Treaty Settlement of 1921 of the provi- 
sions of Article 17 of the Irish Free State 
Constitution dealing with the Parliamen- 
tary Oath of Allegiance, and the ques- 
tion of the Land Annuities. The terms 
of the despatch make it clear that these 
points are but a part of a far wider issue, 
and that what is actually raised is nothing 
less than a repudiation of the settlement 
of 1921 as a whole. 


4. His Majesty’s Government in the 
United Kingdom could certainly not ac- 
cept the sweeping statement in paragraph 
3 of your despatch, but they feel that 
nothing is to be gained by reviving the 
unhappy memories of a by-gone past. His 
Majesty's Government in the United 
Kingdom entered into the 1921 settle- 
meut with the single desire that it should 
end the long period of bitterness between 
the two countries, and it is their belief 
that the settlement has brought a 
measure of peace and contentment which 
could not have been reached by any other 
means. Further, as the direct result of 
that settlement. the Irish Free State has 
participated in, and contributed to, the 
notable constitutional developments of the 
last few years, whereby the position of 
the Dominions as equal members with the 
United Kingdom of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations under the Crown has 
been defined and made clear to the world. 

4. It is true that the 1921 settlement 
did not result in the establishment of a 
united Ireland, but the Treaty itself made 
the necessary provision tor the union at 
that time of the two parts of Ireland, if 
both had then been ready to accept it. 
As to the future, His Majesty's Govern- 
ment in the United Kingdom feel at sufh- 
cient to state that, in their opinion, there 
oun be no conceivable hope for the estab- 
lishment of a united Ireland except on 
the basis that its allegiance to the Crown 
and its membership of the British Com- 
monwealth will continue unimpaired.

‘The people, and not merely those 
who supported the policy of the present 
Government, regard it as an intolerable

The new Government have 
no desire whatever to be on unfriendly 
relations with Great Brita.
